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ELECTION 

Sir: 

In response to the Restriction Requirement dated September 14, Applicant 
elects to prosecute the invention identified by the examiner as Group II - namely, 
claims 26-45 and 57-60 - without prejudice to the filing of a divisional application 
directed to the nonelected claims. 

However, this election is made with traverse, because we believe that there is 
unity of invention. Rule 13.2 requires that a common inventive concept underlie all 
independent claims. In the present case, the common inventive concept is the printing 
ink of claim 26. That ink is an essential part of method claim 43, which itself is an 
essential part of claim 46, and claims 47 - 56 ultimately depend from claim 46. 
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
